NARROW ESCAPE FOR HIM. 


None of the flights this afternoon 
wert for prizes, all being for the amuse- 
ment of the crowds. Jack Dallas, op- 
erator of the Strobel dirigible balloon, 
who remained in the air at an eleva- 
tion of 800 feet for nearly ten minutes, 
narrowly escaped death. 

While at an altitude of 50) feet his 
balloon became unmanageable and de- 
seended, falling across double wires. 
The Strobel had circled several times 
about the inclosure over the heads of 
the shouting ‘multitude. and Dallas 
had turned his balloon back toward the 
tent occupied by the soldier guards, 
when suddenly the gasoline engine 
which turns the prüpellor stopped, 
leaving the aeronaut powerlessly float- 
ing 500 feet in the air. 

Fortunately, the wind was light, and 
the machine began to descend slowly. 
The crowd ceased its shouting and 
anxiously watched the helpless man 
floating away to the north, clinging to 
the steering frame of his machine. It 
continued to descend, and Dallas guid- 
ed the machine by moving to the rear 
and manipulating the rudder with his 
hand direct. Seeing the peri! of drift- 
ing on top of adjacent houses, the aero- 
naut cast off his drag rope with the 
hope that with assistance from below 
it might get within reach and stop his 
course. 
Two blocks distant it rapidly began 
to fall from an altitude of 150 feet, and 
crashed into the trolley wires. While 
this broke the fall and probably saved 
his life, death by electrocution and a 
possible explosion of hydrogen gas, 
faced the aé@ronaut. Fortunately there 
was no metal contact of the machine 
with the current. He was untangled 
from the wire by expert linemen with 
their special repair wagons. He was 
considérably bruised but not seriously 
hurt. 

In order to prevent the surging crowd 
from injuring the balloon after its de- 
scent, thirty soldiers were stationed 
about the craft. 

ARROW S FLIGHT SPECTACULAR. 
While the flight of the Strobel was 
interesting and exciting in the ex- 
treme, the exhibition of Capt. Bald- 
win in his dirigible balloon, the Call- 
fornia Arrow,” was none the less spec- 
tacular, and far exceeded the flights 
witnessed at the World's Fair in St. 
Louis. 

The Arrow appeated to be under 
most perfect control, and it sailed up 
and down, with and against the wind, 
with apparent ease. The balloon was 
held within the boundaries ofthe Aéro 
grounds, and did not ascend more thar 
400 feet. In its first flight the Arrow 
passed directly over the club grand 
stand, the long drag rope trailing over

Knickerbocker Trust Company, with 
deposits aggregating more than 
$62,000,000, and the failure of the stock 
brokerage firm of Mayer & Co., whose 
Habilities are estimated at 38.000, 000. 

These were the only actual casualties, 
though they precipitated a feeling of 
nervous apprehension. 

Secretary of the Treasury Cortelyou 
hurried to New York from Washing- 
ton and at midnight was in conference 
with J. P. Morgan and other bankers 
to determine what action should be 
taken by the Federal government to 
relieve the crisis, 

BAD MANAGEMENT. | 

One of the bankers at the conference 
with Mr. Cortelyou made this state- 
ment just before midnight: 

The clearinghouse will give aid to 
those banks in the association which 
need it. Such troubles as exist in va- 
rious ‘places is directly traceable to 
bad management of banks and trust 
companies by bad men. We have to 
eliminate such men. Some we have al- 
ready gotten rid of and all of them will 
eventually have to go.” 

“Will the Clearinghouse Association 
issue certificates,.as was done four 
years ago?" 

“No, that will never be done again. 
Wein carry the New Amsterdam 
Bank through. Personally I regard the 
situation as being good.”

All I did was to 
turn on the light. I am responsibie 
for turning on the light, but I am not 
responsible for what the light showed.

CALL MONEY GOES UP 
TO SEVENTY PER CENT. 


{BY DIRECT wing TO THE TIMES } 

NEW YORK, Het. 22.—[{Exclusive 
Dispatch.] It was the consensus of 
opinion in the financial community to- 
day that a panic in the stock market 
was averted only by the ‘substantial 
support which was promptly forthcom- 
ing from the old and conservative in- 
terests in Wall street. Although buying 
orders from these sources poured into 
the Stock Exchange in large vomme, 
they were at times completely 
swamped by the flood of liquidation. 
The break in prices was extremely vio- 
lent with declines running from three 
to nine points in many of the most 
prominent issues. 

The over-night developments, which 
were brought out in regard to the 
Knickerbocker Trust Company, threw 
London into a gloomy mood, and quo- 
tations for American stocks there, re- 
ceived before our opening, showed 
losses of two to three points, which 
were followed up by heavy sales for 
foreign accounts here. 

Initial quotations on the local Stock 
Exchange showed abrupt losses of two 
to three points, and the downward 
movement was accelerated when it be- 
came known that a run had been start- 
ed on the Knickerbocker Trust Com- 
pany. 2 

The lowest level of recent years with 
some of the more important declines 
are as follows: Union Pacific, 9 per 
cent.; St. Paul, 7; Reading, 7 3-4; 
Northern Pacific, 8; Great Northern, 
5, and Atchison, 5. Standard ou on 
the curb dropped twenty points, and 
late advices from London indicated 
panicky conditions there, with Union 
Pacific, Southern Pacific and Atchison 
showing further losses of two to three 
points below the official close. 

The situation here was greatly ag- 
gravated by developments in the money 
market. Up to 12 o’clock there were 
no offers whatever of money to loan 
made on the floor of the Stock Ex- 
change, an almost unprecedente con- 
dition.

CONDITIONS EXPECTED TO 


READJUST THEMSELVES.

under-the-surface foundation of all 
business, trembled for a time today

stored, New York’s second largest 
financial institution had emptied its 
cash vaults under the pressure of the 
biggest run experienced here in a gen- 
eration; a Stock Exchange firm had 
failed for $6,000,000; Wall street's prin- 
cipal securities had settled from five 
to eight points a share; call money had 
risen to 70 per cent. and local bankers 
united to stem the tide of distrust, 
had been forced to appeal to the Sec- 
retary of the Treasury for relief. 

All this was in the face of reassur- 

ing statements by the acting State Su- 
perintendent of Banks that the suspect- 
ed bank was solvent: declarations by 
prominent bankers that there was no 
true basis for any alarm, and assur- 
ances from Washington that Secretary 
Cortelyou would not hesitate to act 
promptly in any situation where legiti- 
mate business was threatened. 
Now that the first scare is over and 
the worst of the future discounted, it 
is believed that local banking affairs 
will soon readjust themselves. Secre- 
tary of the Treasury Cortelyou reached 
New York from Washington at 9:30 
clock. He was met at Jersey City by 
Hamilton Fish, Assistant United States 
Treasurer, ald the two were in eartiest 
conversation during the ferry trip to 
New York. Upon reaching this city 
they went at once to the Hotel Man- 
hattan,. where several bankers were 
later presented to the Secretary.

City Assessor Mallard threw down 
the gauntlet to the Civil Service Com- 
mission last the strenuous 


city $6000 a year.” 

Mallard insists that. the classifica- 
tions maintained for his department 
compeis him to employ men and pay 
them $100 a month, who are not worth 
their salt. 

Commissioner McCutcheon 
somewhat pointedly that the trouble} 
is not with the civil service, but with 
Assessor Mallard's administration un- 
der KM. “If you have men who are 
not worth their salt, it is your duty to 
prefer charges of incompetency against 
them, said McCutcheon. “This com- 
mission cannot bring charges; it can 
only hear them when they are pre- 
ferred.” 

Mallard justified his failure to pre- 

fer by saying: “If I were to 
do 0 I should be confronted by prac- 
tically the whole of. my office force, 
fighting to prevent the dismissal of 
one of their number. They would 
hire an attorney just as they have done 
in the present instance, and they would 
swear that the man in question is 
highly competent. My hands are tied 
by civil service red tape.“ 

During a conversation concerning 
civil service earlier in the day, Presi- 
dent Pease of the City Council said: 
men service is growing to be a 
good deal of a farce. It appears to 
me that there is entirely too much 
politics in it.“ 

President Pease was moved to this 
Strong assertion by hearing the civil 
service employés are organizing a 
Civil Service League for mutual aid 
and protection. At the City Hall the 
opinion prevails that such a league 
will become a feature in political cam- 
paigns, as well as in City Hall politics 
during the course of an administra- 
tion. 

In defending civil service, the com- 
missioners say that/there are some 
defects in the merit provision of the 
‘city charter: one of these defects is 
that when the civil service went into 
. effect’ every city employé was held to 
be under civil service without taking 
‘examination for the place he occupied. 
The result of this was to throw the 
cloak of civil service about a host 
of petty politicians who secured their 
appointments under the old spoils sys- 
tem. This thorn in the side of civil) 
service continues to exist; it plays a 
part in almost every merit controversy. 

The result of the present entangie- 
ments in the municipal service will 
“probably be a modification of the civil 
Service section of the charter So as 
to place employment and dismissal on | 
a merit basis alone. 

Mallard went before the 
commission to advocte a new classifi- 


cation of positions in his office. Depu- 


ties under him say that his classifica- 
tion would “classify’"’ them out of po- 
sitions that they hold by virtue of 
civil service. They retained Attorney 
H. J. Goudge to represent them and 
they are making a strong fight before 

the board against the Mallard fi- 
cation. 

Mallard told the commissioners that 
Several of the ten “hold-over” men in 
his department are unfit for the post- 
tions they occupy: but he says his 
office force is so well organized that it 
is practically impossible to make 
charges of incompetency stick against 
any one of his deputies.

friends were individually financially in- 
terested. I do not see how such an 
event can by any possibility affect the 
banking situation is Los ‘Angeles, nor 
even the legitimate banks of New 
York City. We have, as you know, 
trust companies in Los Angeles, but 
almost every one of them is under the 
immediate control of the officers of 
some one or more commercial bank or 
banks. The same policy which guides 
the conservative commercial bankers 
is applied to the conducting of these 
trust companies. They are in no wise 
of the type prevailing to some extent 
in the city of New York. They are so 
managed that they are quite as safe as 
any bank conducted by any other 
method.”—John M. Elliott, president 
First National Bank.

Council's Committee Holds Second 

Conference Toward Safeguarding 

- Human Lives. 

Another conference of the Special 
Council Coromittee, the representatives 
of the various improvement associa- 
tions of the First and Ninth Wards, 
and of the Sait Lake, Santa Fé, South- 
ern Pacific, Pacific Electric and Los 
Angeles Railway companies, was heid 
in the Council chamber yesterd: 
forenoon, to consider the proposed or- 
dinance providing that signals or per- 


of the electric and steam railway 
crossings. 

Representatives of the three steam 
railways appeared willing to adopt the 
recommendations of the special com- 
mittee: in fact, these roads at present 
have a system in use which would 
leave but little for them to supply in 
order to meet the proposed require- 
ments. 

In two locationd, the railroad cross- 
ings on the Avenue 20 electric’ line, the 
Los Angeles Rallway Company would 
have to make provisions for signalmen; 
and it was conceded that this would 
be done without protest; but the hitch 
came when it was the turn of the 
Pacific Electric's representative to de- 
clare‘ what his road would do. Chief 
Engineer Pillsbury was present at this 
conference, and asked that more time 
be given the Pacific Electric to formu- 
late its plan of what could be accom- 
plished; and the conference was ad- 
journed to meet this morning at 10 
o'clock in the Council chamber.

City Council Werke for Plan for 
Long Stretch of Concrete Walk 
Along the Shore—Resolution Is 
Adopted Urging the Need and Jus- 
tice of Free Mail Delivery. 


SANTA MONICA, Oct. 22.—The City 
is industrously woisirg out 
a plan wherety the broad corcrete 
walk of the ocean front may be ex- 
tended from Colorado avenue south- 
ward to Hollister avenue. The contract 
has been let for the construction of 
the walk from Hollister south to Pier 
avenue, and work is to begin as soon 
as the sewer mains can be reversed. 
The walk from, Colorado to Pier ave- 
nue is to be twenty feet i 
Pier avenue to Venice a forty-foot 
walk has already been built, and when 
the proposed plans are developed there 
will be a broad walk extending along 
the méander line of the bay for a dis- 
tance of more than two miles, being 
the longest concrete walk at any of 
the Southwest coast resorts. ; 
Owners of ocean front property be- 
tween Colorado avenue and the Bristol 
pier at Hollister avenue who have not 
already made dedications for park 
purposes of the sand lying between 
the walk and the mean tide line are 
about to make such dedication, which 
will forever preserve the integrity of 
the ocean front as a pleasure park and 
bathing spot. It is planned to have 
this improvement carried along simul- 
taneously with the building of the 
1600-foot pier at the foot of Colorado 
avenue and the reconstruction of the 
sewer system and the three-story pa- 
vilion. 
This pier is to be constructed as soon 
as the plans can be completed, the 
contract let and the materials and men 
assembled. The City Council last night 
sold the bond issue, amounting to 
$160,000, to W. H. Halsey & Co., their 
bid being accrued interest and a pre- 
mium of $2475. The bonds are serial 
and draw 5 per cent. interest. The last 
one will not be redeemed until forty 
years hence. The sale at par, with 
added premium, is considered encour- 
aging when it is remembered that the 
treat corporations are rentrenching 
and that a tightness is reported in the 
money markets of the East.
